- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Both parties agreed to an Examiners Amendment inserting "of at least 55 degrees Celsius but below a temperature at 
which damage occurs to the tissue" after the phrase "first temperature" and deleting "above normal body temperature. 
Attorney then brought the Chen (US 581 14008) reference to the Examiner's attention. After careful review of the Chen 
reference Examiner has decided that the apparatus claims 25-27 including the proposed Examner's Amendment do 
not overcome the Chen reference. Therefore, the Examiner's Amendment has not been entered and the claims stand 
rejected over Chen. 
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
